1871, The resnit was a curious 
one, put: it seome clear that 
amalgamation was not intended. 
On the’ other hand, a one-sided’ 
and partial amalgamation was in 
fact effected. uy : 


It is now explained that there 
js ono objection ‘to the 
seotion in question, i.e. that it 
offecta a one-sided and partial! 
amalgamation. Thore seems, to 
be no good reason now for, the 
peculiar ". provisions tho, 
section ‘ in . question. may 
have boon fully justified at the 
time whon it was firet introduéed, 
but thore seema to be nothing in 
modern conditions which ‘ calls 
for its retention.
